Last Wednesday evening, following the presentation of the Senior 
Class Play in the Assembly Hall, the strains of the organ brought the audience 
to their feet for what was expected by the writer- to be the customary playing 
of M The National Anthem however, the organist seemed to be playing a 
different tune. After a few moments of awkward silence the organ solo gradually 
became mingled with the sound of a few voices singing and, straining my ear's 
a little, I finally discovered that the selection being played was "All. Hail 
Macdonald". When a verse and the chorus had been played the organist then 
began the familiar strains of 'The Queen 11 . This arrangement of selections 
seemed rather out of place to the writer and I would like to submit a few ideas 
on the subject through the medium of our College paper. 

With reference to Mr. Beckford's letter in last week's Failt-Ye 
Times I quite agree that one seldom hears M A11 Hail Macdonald M played here at 
Mac, and also that we should strive to cultivate a College pride and spirit, but 
I do not believe this can or should be done at the expense of our National pride 
and spirit. The playing of M A11 Hail Macdonald n followed by n The Queen ,f seems 
to be aiding the creation of one type of spirit at the expense of the other. As for 
the suggestion that "The National Anthem" be substituted, at some College events, 
by "All Hail Macdonald" I feel that our loss would be greater than our gain. To 
me, loyalty to Queen and Country is of more lasting importance than loyalty to 
any College: the latter is well and good but when we begin to sacrifice one for the 
other then we should think twice. 

I also agree that national pride is traditionally steeped in our bones 
but that is no reason for us, as students at Mac. , to let ourselves think we can 
strive to maintain and develop national pride and spirit by such things as, on 
some occasions, substituting our National Anthem with a College song.

A "TIMELY 11 SUGGESTION:- 

We would like to point out that we believe Lhat students could save them- 
selves a considerable amount of time during the day by not waiting in the foyer 
when there is a long line, I believe this is possible because at a time when we 
had 150 more students than we have now, there were shorter lines and the students 
were served more quickly during the same length of time for meals. In the last 
couple of years the students have been moving more slowly, partly because they 
have stood so long in line and partly because they are not trying to go through as 
expediently as possible. 

We can serve students at approximately 10 - 12 per minute. If there are 
100 students ahead of you (or approximately once and a half around the foyer) you 
will take 10 minutes in line. If the line is three or four times around you cannot 
get through in less than 25 - 35 minutes. I would like to suggest that if you come in 
and find a long line-up that you wait elsewhere. It is suggested that you leave your 
books and note books in the compartments provided to facilitate your carrying a 
tray. There is no line-up between 7:15 and 8:00 a.m. and at certain times on 
certain days of the week at dinner and supper. 

Students are asked to avoid waste of food. Many trays may have 2 -4 slices 
of bread and butter untouched. Money for food which is wasted today is gone and 
cannot be used again.

THE MARITIMES ARE A BURDEN TO CANADA 

In the early part of this year, the Royal Commission on Canada f s 
economic prospects (commonly referred to as the Gordon Commission) published 
its preliminary report which revealed a long known fact - the Maritime provinces 
are a burden to the Canadian economy. This fact has been refuted by our depend- 
ents (the Maritimers) and diplomatically ignored by the "better-off M sister provinces. 

The Gordon report was interpreted in humour to conclude that all 
Maritimers should M pack up" and move to other parts of Canada. After much 
investigation, the writer is of the opinion that this might very well be a good idea. 
As a matter of fact, many have already moved in this direction, and others are 
likely to maintain the trend. Right here at "Mac", one can see the trend being 
followed by the more intelligent Maritimers. Scores of students who complete 
their final two years here after attending the Nova Scotia Agricultural College 
are so impressed with the progress in these parts that only a few die-hards find 
their way back to the dumps . 

What has the Maritimes got to offer? The answer is, absolutely nothing. 
The people are aware of this . On interviewing several Maritimers here at the 
College, 1 stumbled on one comment which aptly sums up the feelings of these un- 
fortunates. A Maritimer said of his home - "a good place to be born, but a poor 
place to grow up and live in". The economic future of the region is as dark as 
the horizon before a tropical storm. Sure, there is an abundance of fish in the 
sea, sure, the "Garden of the Gulf" is sinking under the weight of potatoes and the 
"Valley" is still a source of fruit; but these resources allow for only a meagre 
subsistence on which miraculously these people have survived for years. 

For years, the clamour has rung loud and clear for the construction of 
the Chignecto canal, but I daresay that even if the mighty St. Lawrence Seaway 
bisected the region, it would be of little or no benefit to these destitute people in 
a desolate land. Industry is hopeless, progressive farming only a dream. The 
only solution is "down to the sea in ships" and lay the nets; or back to the woods 
with saw and axe. 

Even the fanatically patriotic Maritimer must admit that this region is 
out of step with the rest of Canada. The other provinces must sacrifice to help 
the cripples along. The sacrifice, I say, is too great. If unity contributes to 
strength, then it might be a good idea if these little provinces pool what little 
resources they have to form one province. Something must be done - the BURDEN
